| Wilson—her father being D. B. 
| Wilson of Tennessee, who came to

merchandising, established a great 
fortune. He also planted vineyards 
and orange orchards, and built the 
trail to Mt. Wilson, which bears his 
name.

GERMAN AIRPLANES

London.—Towns on the coast of 
Kent were bombarded April 6 by 
a German airplane.

Washington.—The United States has accepted 
Germany’s challenge to war and formally aban- 
doned its place as the greatest neutral of a 
world in arins. 

President Wilson at 1:18 (official time) 
o'clock Friday afternoon, April 6, signed the 
resolution of Congress declaring the existence 
of a state of war and authorizing and directing 
the Chief Executive to employ all the re- 
sources of the Nation to prosecute hostilities 
against the German Government to a successful 
termination. 


The act was done without ceremony and 
only in the presence of members of the Presi- 
dent's family. Word was flashed immediately 
to all Army and Navy stations and to vesseis 
at sea and orders for further precautionary 
steps were dispatched. 
the President announced 
the state of war, called upon all citizens to 
manifest their loyalty, and assured Germans 
in this country that they would be unmovlesied 
as long as they behaved themselves. Orders 
were issued soon afterward for the arrest of 
sixty ringleaders in German plots and intrigues.

Washington.—Final returns from 
the national bank call of March 5, 
made public April 17 by Controller 
Williams, show total resources of 
$15,979,000,000, a new high record, 
and $2,140,000,000 more than those 


of a year ago. Enormous increases 


were recorded in both reserves and 
deposits. 

“The report shows that the re- 
serves of the banks amounted to $2,- 
242,000,000," said the Controller’s 
announcement, ‘exceeding by $169,- 
000,000 the greatest reserves ever 
previously held. 

“The excess or surplus reserve be- 
yond the amount required by law 
to $1,109,V00,000, being 
$92,000,000 more than ever before. 

“Total resources of the national 
banks amounted to $15,979,000,000, 
exceeding by $645,000,000 the as- 
sets held at the time of the last call, 
December 27. 

“The total deposits aggregated 
$12,957,000,000, exceeding by $469,- 
000,000 the greatest deposits ever 
previously reported and an increase 
of $692,000,000 over the deposits of 
December 27. Of this $692,000,000 in- 
crease $271,000,000 were in individual 
deposits and $421,000,000 in deposits 
from other banks. 

“Loans and discounts were $8,- 
712,000,000, an increase since De- 
cember 27 of $372,000,000, and 
were $1,222,000,000 more than on 
March 7, 1916. 

“Specie, specie certificates and 
balance on hand with Federal Re- 
serve banks amounted to $1,456,- 
000,000, being an increase since 


amounted 


December 27 of $72,000,000.  Bor- 
rowed money as represented by bills 
payable and rediscounts was only 
$69,000,000, a reduction as com- 
pared with December 27 of $20,- 


000,000. 

“United States bonds owned 
amount to $714,000,000, a reduc- 
tion as compared with December 27 
of $2,000,000. Bonds other than 
United States bonds amounted to

GIGANTIC HETCH-HETCHY 
RR. BRIDGE FINSHED 


Structure With Span of 220 
Feet Built Over Tuolumne 


San Francisco.—One of the first 
links that will connect San Francisco's 
water supply project at Hetch-Hetchy 
with the outer world, the steel bridge 
for the Hetch Hetchy Railroad, has 
just been completed and has been in- 
spected by City Engineer O’Shaugh- 
nessy. 

This bridge, which cost $25,000, is 
across the Tuolumne river below 
Jacksonville, only a short distance 
from the Eagle Shawmut gold mine. 
It has a clear span of 220 feet and is 
capable of carrying two locomotives, 
each weighing 124,000 pounds, fol- 
lowed by a uniform load of 2500 
pounds per lineal foot of train. 

Because of the corrosive effect on 
steel of fumes from the chlorination 
works of the gold mine, the structure 
had to be specially painted. 

Ninety-five per cent of the sixty- 
eight miles of railway is graded and 
fifteen miles of track laid and bal- 
lasted. About 600 men are working 
along the route. 

The adits for the nineteen miles of 
tunnel aqueduct between Early Intake 
and Priest’s have been opened. The 
ditches and tunnels for the power 
plant at Intake are all excavated, and 
it remains but to build a mile of 
flume and some concrete ditch lining 
to put this plant in service. It will 
be ready by the 1st of July and will 
be available for power purposes. ° 


AMERIOAN FLAG TO FLY IN 
EVERY CiTY OF FRANCE 


Paris.—The American flag will be 
flown from all public buildings in 
France as the result of an order is- 
sued by Louis J. Malvy, Minister of 
the Interior. The mayors of many 
towns have requested that the Amer- 
ican colors be displayed on private 
residences. 

The French Cabinet at a meeting 
Aptil 7 presided over by President 
Poincare, decided to have President 
Wilson’s war Message to Cengress 
Posted om all public billboards in 
France. Jules Steeg, Minister of Pub- 
lic Instruetion, has ordered President 
‘Wilson's message read in all schools, 
lyceums and colleges.

Washington.—Nearly 100 German 
merchant vessels in American ports 


were taken over April 6 by the 


Treasury Department. 

It is held that the Government 
has absolute treaty rights to make 
use of the ships, though it is un- 
certain whether they can be taken 
over without reimbursing the Ger- 
man owners. 

In some quarters the position is 
taken that the ships of a value equal 
to that of American vessels sunk 
by German submarines should be 


confiscated outright, but that it 
would be best to pay for the others.

To Revive Blankets and Laces. | 


In the Woman's Home Companion | 
are the following directions for clean- | 
ing fine blankets and laces: 

“Blankets cleaned in the following | 
way will be as soft as new: Put them 
in two warm solutions of white soap, 
using one pound of soap and two! 
ounces of borax to each eight gallons | 
of water. Foliuw with two warm rins- 
ings and a warm solution of oneshalf | 
ounce of oxalic acid and one-third pint | 
of acetic acid to 15 gallons of water. | 
If the blankets are colored omit the 
oxalic acid, otherwise they are cleaned 
just as white ones. Dry in the open | 
air if possible. To make them look 
particularly well when they are dry, | 
Jay them on a table and brush the 
nap in one direction on both sides. 

“Fine laces should be cleaned in the | 
following way: If of silk use the dry, 
cleaning method, if of cotton baste! 
them on a piece of white cotton cloth | 
and handle them repeatedly in a boil- | 
ing solution of white soap, using two | 
ounces of soap to each gallon of wa- 
ter. Rinse well, and put them in water 
to which one teaspoonful of oxalic acid 
to each gallon of water has been add- 
ed. To give necessary body, pass 
them through a solution of one ounce 
of gum arabic to one quart of water. 
When nearly dry, pull into shape, lay 
them on a well-padded board and press 
them on the wrong side with a cloth | 


over the lace.”
